resonator surrounded by the pump fiber. These elements are related to each other 
since the pump fiber is described as surrounding the fiber core resonator. 

The Examiner rejected claims 9-20 under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(e) as anticipated by 

Wach. 

Wach is completely irrelevant to the claimed invention at least for the following 
reason. There is not even a single hint anywhere in Wach to provide pump fiber 
surrounding a laser resonator in the manner recited in the claims. Wach is simply not 
directec^^ resonator, does not even 

mention reducing pump light at the exit of the laser resonator, and does not even hint
